Jftmefi Shuler, olty editor of the 
Preigy it on trUl before Juatioe Bal- 
drey in St. Joeeph today on the charge 
of committing an assault upon John 
Higman, jr., Thursday, Auguat 12. 
The proceedings are being held in the 
oounoil chamber of the city hall which 
is capable of providing sufHcient ac­ 
commodation for the larf(e number of 
spectators. 


The elTects of the brutal assault up­ 
on Mr. Higman were still visible as he 
^t in the court room this morning, oc­ 
cupying 
a chair by his .attorneys, 
Lawrence C. Fyfe and N. A. Hamilton, 
retained by Mr. Higman 
to assist 
Prosecutin^ir Attorney Valentine. Be­ 
neath his eyes and across bis nose the 
flesh was discolored and scarred. 
His 
alleged assaulter, bearing a Corbett 
air, sat tipped back in his chair pufT- 
irig at a cigar, his face 
betraying 
pleasure over the notoriety he was re­ 
ceiving. 
In the audience sat Editor 
Bowersox, Shuler’s trainer and pugi­ 
listic manager. 
He viewed with ai> 
parent pride the ‘‘slugger,” who, 
under the title of “city editor” is em­ 
ployed 
by him to mutilate faces. 
Attorney James O’Hara, assisted by 
Lawyer H. W. Davis, is defending 
Shuler.

Sheriff Ferguson was advised of the 
theft about 116’clock today and he de­ 
tailed Deputy Tennant on the case.

THE CHARGE OF OVERLOADING. 


The entire forenoon was taken up in 
an effort to secure a jury and at the 
rate the proceeding progressed this 
morning a jury will not be obtained 
before 3 o’clock this afternoon.

The prosecution 
challenged for cause Anthony Canavan 
and M. O. Helmer. it appearing that 
they had opinions which the evidence 
would not remove. They were excused. 


The sheriff was sent after talesmen 
and returned with Robert Jones and 
W. S. Bradford. 
Mr. Jones said he 
could not render an imrartial verdict 
and he was excused. Frof. Ni% was 
summoned. He said he had no opinion 
regarding the case and considered that 
he could decide fairly upon the evi­ 
dence. The prosecution then expressed 
itself satistied with the Jury ana Law­ 
yer O’Hara started in with his interro­ 
gations. He didn’t like the political 
complexion of the jury. They were all 
republicians and his client being a 
democrat, be fancied political pre­ 
judices might intluence their verdict. 
He was unwilling to believe that Prof. 
Ni% had not formed any opinion and 
insisted that the profesijor deiine the 
word “opinion” as he conceived it. 
“It is an impression or belief,” said 
the professor. “No,” said Mr. O’Hara, 
“don’t, you know that Plato explai^is 
that opinion is the medium between 
knowledge on one side and ignorance 
on the other?” 
The attorney suc­ 
ceeded in drawing from the juror the 
acknowledgment that be could not 
consider that Shuler had not made the 
alleged assault until the 
evidence 
showed conclusively he had. 
Upon 
this admission the lawyer challenged 
the juror for cause. 
Justice Baldrey 
refused to excuse the juror until the 
lawyer produced more “cause.” It was 
12:15 and court adjourned until 1 
o’clock.

The Wheelmen Want to Get Out of 
Paylna 
for 
the City 
of 
Louisville. 


The Chicago papers are dlled with 
sensational stories concerning the trip 
across the lake Sunday evening by the 
steamers City of Milwaukee and City 
of Louisville and the Graham & Morton 
company haye come in for considerable 
censure. 


The government ottlcial8,it is claimed, 
counted the passengers as they came 
off the City of Milwaukee and found 
that the boat had aboard 1,700 passen­ 
gers or 200 more than allowed by law. 
With gang planks where four or five 
passengers may walk abreast it is be­ 
lieved that the count of the inspectors 
cannot be reliable. The otHcers of the 
steamer are ready to prove that only 
1,468 passengers were carried. 
Every 
passenger as he got aboard gave up his 
ticket. These tickets were carried to 
the office of the purser, Adolphus Kei- 
chle, and he counted them into piles of 
100. When 1,400 were aboard he called 
a halt and after that only 68 more pass­ 
engers were allowed to cross the gang 
plank. 
The steamboat company is 
liable to a line ot loOO for overloading 
a boat and if an effort is made to im- 
lM)se any fine the company will take 
the matter into the federal courts. 


The wheelmen who chartered the 
City of Louisville were disappointed 
when the government insjiectors could 
count only 600 passengers when in 
reality there were not quite 500. 
The 
cyclists wanted some excuse to get out 
of paying the charter fee and if the in­ 
spectors could have counted more than 
the passenger limit they would have 
attempted to get the excursion for noth­ 
ing. Now they claim that, they were 
not treated right and want to be carried 
back and forth for nothing.

When many of the Chicago wheel­ 
men boerded the steamer the^ were 
intoxicated and acted like rowdies and 
the more they say about the affair the 
more will the people understand the 
facts. The Graham & Morton people 
are now preparing an itemized state­ 
ment of the property destroyed and 
thrown overboard from the Citv of 
X^uisville and the wheelmen will be 
asked to pay for the damage they did 
to the boat. 


The majority of the wheelmen here 
Sunday had the bearing of rowdies and 
probably the Graham & Morton com­ 
pany can do business at the old stand 
If they never come over again. Ben­ 
ton Harbor, anyway, is not lonesome 
to see the same gang again.

president of tha court r«ad the declar­ 
ation« of tya^witntsssa. after which the 
wrlttan statánsnt of the prlsontrf^waa 
rtad by the clerk of the court. 


Bow M« V^ll Inf« AnaMkIsC Ways. 
Angiolli, In tha* course of the state­ 
ment. Laid that he left Foggla In Octo­ 
ber. 1885, and went to Marseilles and 
Barcelona, where he took the name of 
Jose Santoa At first he had no thought 
of becoming an anarchist, but while at 
Corlnlna he b^an to be Interested In 
anarchist dflprlnes. He then returned 
to Marseilles, and after his expulsion 
from that city he went to Belgium and 
London, where he spent most of his time 
In the society of anarchists. When the 
execution took place at Barcelona on 
May 4 of five of the anarchists convicted 
of participation In the bomb outrage at 
the feai^t of Corpus Christi he conceived 
the idea of assassinating Canovas. With­ 
out seeking an accomplice he proceeded 
to Spain and carried out the resolution. 
DefeBMi ülNk«Hi Ih« Innanlty Pitia. 


The public prosecutor described the 
crime as “premeditated 
murder" and 
asked the court fo Impose the death pen­ 
alty. 
Lieutenant Gorria, 
whom 
the 
court had assigned as counsel to defend 
Anglolll, urged that the prisoner was 
demented at the time of the shooting, 
and made a strong appeal to the benevo­ 
lence of the Judges. While his counsel 
was presenting this plea Anglolll listen­ 
ed In silence. Then he asked permission 
to speak for himseif, which was granted. 
He thanked Lieutenant Qorrla for his 
efforts, and denied that he had any ac­ 
complices, or that he was an accomplice 
of those who committed the bomb throw­ 
ing outrage at Barcelona, or that he had 
participated In secret gatherings of an- 
archltst. When he l)egan to discuss an­ 
archist theories the president 
of the 
court Interrupted him and threatened to 
stop him If he pursued that line of re­ 
mark or touched upon any matters not 
connected with the trial. 


Wantod to ilustlfy HI« Crlnio.
